,  My  Lord  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit,  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Annual 
Jj  Report  for  the  year  1950. 

The  chief  Staff  changes  during  1950  were  that  Miss.  G.  Cubitt, 
!  Superintendent  of  the  Cavell  Home  (District  Nurses’  Home)  left  on 
15  th  June,  1950,  and  Miss  Miles,  the  Acting  Assistant 
i  Superintendent,  carried  on  the  duties  of  supervising  the  District 
i  Nurses’  Home  and  organisation  until  1st  November,  1950,  when 
.  Miss  Peckham,  having  been  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Home, 
;  took  up  duties.  Miss  M.  L.  A.  Simpson  has  helpfully  acted  as 
Superintendent  of  the  Pupil  Midwives’  Home  at  4,  Earlham  Road, 
i  since  2nd  August,  1949,  when  Miss  Sinclair  left.  Mr.  B.  T.  Mallett, 
:  the  Senior  Cleansing  Superintendent  responsible  to  the  Chief 
;  Sanitary  Inspector,  retired  on  4th  October,  1949,  after  48^  years’ 
a  service  in  the  Health  Department.

The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  City’s  population  at 
119,700,  an  increase  of  700  in  the  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  continued  its  decline  to  15.46  per  1000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population,  and  this  is  lower  than  the  average 
for  the  country  and  the  average  for  the  126  Great  Towns.  This 
decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  to  be  expected  so  long  as  so  many 
women,  including  married  women,  are  spending  their  energies  in 
gainful  employment.  The  crude  Death  Rate  rose  to<  12.61  with  an 
:  adjusted  Death  Rate  of  11.47.  The  figures  for  the  year  1950  were, 
however,  in  most  other  instances.,  very  satisfactory.  There  was.  no 
i  maternal  death  during  1950.  In  1949  we  had  3,  an  unfortunate 
year,  but  if  the  2  years  are  averaged,  the  result  can  be  seen  to  be 
very  satisfactory.  In  fact,  it  is.  of  interest  to  point  out  that  there 
has  been  no  maternal  death  in  a  Norwich  citizen  between  9th 
:  September,  1949,  and  the  date  of  writing  (4th  July,  1951).  The 
still-birth  rate  has  also  dropped  remarkably  to  1 6.99  per  1000  total 
births.  This  is  a  remarkable  figure  and  is  easily  the  lowest  on 
record  since  the  rate  was  first  recorded  in  1930,  when  the  figure 
was  40.37.  Further,  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  24.31  per  1000 
live  births  also  beats  our  previous  record  of  27.77  which  was 
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achieved  in  1939.  It  can  be  compared  with  the  figures  for  England 
and  Wales  of  29.8,  for  the  126  Great  Towns  33.8  and  London  26.3. 
The  neo-natal  Mortality  Rate  of  11.89  per  1000  live  births  is  also 
a  very  low  one  and  shows  that  the  majority  of  this  saving  of  inlant 
lives  has  occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life,  a  period  which 
heretofore  has  been  very  resistant  to  improvement.  The  great 
majority  of  this  last  improvement  must  be  attributed  to  the  Ante¬ 
natal  Clinics. 

It  can  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  figures  that  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  work  of  the  department  is  achieving  great 
success.  Whilst  the  above  results  are  undoubtedly  the  culmination 
of  years  of  effort,  and  we  all  have  to  thank  our  predecessors  for 
the  sound  foundations  they  laid,  nevertheless,  great  credit  must  be 
paid  to  Dr.  Nicol  and  the  Staff  of  Mid  wives  and  Health  Visitors 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  general  practitioners  and  specialists 
and,  lastly  but  by  no  means  least,  of  the  mothers  of  the  City. 

Moreover,  the  number  of  Tuberculosis  deaths  (40)  with  a  death 
rate  of  0.334  per  1000  population  has  materially  lowered  that 
record,  and  this  has  dropped  for  the  fourth  consecutive  year  and 
is  very  satisfactory,  and  the  Death  Rate  from  other  tuberculous 
diseases  is  also  slightly  lower,  whilst  the  notifications  of  both 
Pulmonary  and  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  also  show  a  welcome 
improvement. 

With  regard  to  the  other  infectious  diseases,  these  were 
moderately  active  in  1950.  There  was  a  Whooping  Cough  outbreak 
and  Measles  was  continued  from  1949.  Acute  Poliomyelitis  was 
moderately  prevalent  and  so  was  Food  Poisoning. 

The  most  disturbing  feature  of  the  year  was  the  rise  in  Cancer 
deaths.  Malignant  growths  accounted  for  270  deaths  with  a  death 
rate  of  2.26  per  1000  population.  This  was  about  45  more  than 
our  usual  figure.  It  is  no  doubt  to  some  extent  associated  with  the 
increasing  average  age  of  our  population  and  no  doubt  the  improved 
diagnosis  by  X-rays,  etc.,  is  an  important  item.  However,  the 
greatest  percentage  increase  over  the  last  few  years  has  occurred 
in  Cancer  of  the  Lung;  in  common  with  the  experience  of  the 
country  as  a  whole  this  has  been  attributed  to  various  factors.  The 
latest  suggestion  is  the  increased  smoking  of  cigarettes,  I  have 
enquired  of  two  well  known  retail  tobacconists  in  the  City  and  they 
agree  that  cigarette  smoking  has  increased  but  that  the  greatest: 
proportional  increase  is  undoubtedly  amongst  women.  However, , 
the  increase  in  Cancer  of  the  Lung  appears  to  be  mainly  amongst: 
the  males,  and  I  have  a  little  difficulty  in  accepting  the  suggested 
explanation. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspectors’  section  in  their  manifold  activities 
including  the  refuse  collection  and  the  Weights  and  Measures 
inspection,  the  Ambulance  Service,  the  Home  Helps’  Service  and 
the  Mental  Health  Services,  have  all  had  a  full  year’s  work  and 
have  carried  on  vigorously.  The  Committee  appointed  a  second 
i  Home  Adviser  and  this  item  of  the  department’s  work  has  attracted 
)  considerable  attention  from  places  elsewhere.  Unfortunately 
»  neither  a  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  nor  a  whole-time  Physio¬ 
therapist  has  been  obtainable.  The  body  of  this  Report  records 
:  the  activities  of  these  various  sections  of  the  department. 

During  the  year  384  medical  examinations  of  employees  or 
candidates  for  posts  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of 
this  Department.  The  opinion  of  a  consultant  in  2  difficult  cases 
with  regard  to  employed  officers  was  obtained  but  none  with  regard 
to  manual  workers. 


The  Staff  of  the  Department  have  worked  conscientiously  and 
>  well  and  earned  my  thanks  for  their  collaboration,  and  I  am  happy 
j  to  record  my  thanks  to  Dr.  L.  M.  Dowsett  for  her  collaboration 
| as  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  which  is  still  at  the 
>!  Isolation  Hospital,  and  to  Dr.  Boston  for  his  continued  co-operation 
as  Chest  Physician.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  social  conditions  do  not  change  much  from  year  to  year, 
but  there  is  one  aspect  to  which  one  who  can  now  look  back  over 
some  years  may  draw  attention.  This  will  vary  very  nmch  *roin 
place  to  place.  However,  in  Norwich,  over  a  period  of  25  years, 
there  would  appear  to  be  a  decrease  in  what  one  might  describe 
as  cringing  civility  or  servility  or  obsequiousness  amongst  the 
poorer  classes.  At  the  same  time  there  may  have  been  an  increase 
in  ordinary  individual  politeness  and  helpfulness,  though  this  la_tter 
remark  may  not  apply  to  various  associations  of  people.  This 
change  is  probably  largely  due  to  education,  but  it  may  also 
be  partly  due  to  a  feeling  of  economic  independence  and 
security.  This  may  very  well  in  due  course  have  its  effect  on  the 
mental  health,  both  of  individuals  and  of  the  community,  although 
it  will  obviously  be  a  very  slow  acting  factor  and  we  still  have 
many  old  people  amongst  us  who  have  not  forgotten  the  outlook 
of  their  early  youth.  It  will,  of  course,  be  contrasted  by  some 
people  with  the  common  impression  that  some  members  of  the 
population  desire  to  be  4  4  spoonfed  but  one  suspects  that  there 
have  always  been  people  who  wished  to  be  spoonfed  and  get 
away  with  it.”  There  are,  of  course,  and  possibly  always  will  be 
a  certain  number  of  the  population  who  will  always  find  something 
to  worry  about,  and  they  occur  in  all  walks  and  classes  of  life  and 
are  very  difficult  people  to  help. 

With  regard  to  economic  matters,  it  is  well  to  record  that 
although  the"  nominal  value  of  wages  and  salaries  is  very  much 
higher  than  it  was  before  the  1939  war,  as  evidenced  by  the  wages 
enquiries  for  our  Fees  (Sub)  Committee,  etc.,  the  very  high  prices 
of  practically  all  necessities  as  compared  with  prices  before  the 
1939  war  almost  entirely  offsets  the  apparent  gain. 

Meanwhile,  the  employment  of  women,  married  and  otherwise, 
and  the  bottle  feeding  of  babies  continues  apace.  Both  are  wrong 
in  principle  and  are  not  unconnected. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES.

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AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

(Section  27,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.) 

The  work  of  the  Ambulance  Service  continued  to  increase 
i!  throughout  the  year. 


The  National  Health  Service  (Amendment)  Act,  1949,  which 
i  came  into  force  on  the  16th  December,  1949,  goes  a  long  way 
1  towards  providing  for  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  financial 
1  liabilities  between  Local  Health  Authorities,  especially  where  the 
rarea  of  the  Authority  (such  as  Norwich)  is  also  a  “Hospital  centre. ” 

A  third  conference  on  the  Ambulance  Service  took  place  on 
r  tiie  19th  October,  1950,  and  a  report  was  issued  on  the  13th 
| December,  1950.  This  report,  amongst  other  things,  recommends 
ythat  the  paying  authority  should  be  given  an  opportunity,  where 
practicable,  of  conveying  patients  for  which  it  is  financially  liable. 
cThe  report  had  not  been  considered  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


{a)  Administration.  The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered 
'by  the  Health  Committee,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Medical 
^Officer  of  Health.  At  present  the  Service  is  accommodated  with 
:tthe  Fire  Service  in  the  Central  Fire  Station,  and  the  day  to  day 
federation  and  maintenance  of  the  vehicles  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
(Chief  Fire  Officer. 


I  ( b )  Vehicles.  At  the  end  of  the  year  8  ambulances  and  3 

-sitting  case  cars  were  in  use.  During  the  year  1  ambulance  and 
f  sitting  case  car  were  replaced  by  new  vehicles.

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HOME  NURSING. 

(Section  25,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.) 

The  headquarters  of  the  District  Nursing  Service  are  at  the 
|  Cavell  Home,  36,  Unthank  Road.  On  the  31st  December,  1950, 
i  the  staff  consisted  of  a  Superintendent,  10  whole-time  and  5  part- 
i  time  nurses,  the  part-time  nurses  working  30  hours  per  week  each. 
(  One  male  nurse  was  employed.  The  authorised  establishment  is  a 
Superintendent  and  16  nurses.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Health 
Committee  had  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  that  the 
(  District  Nursing  Staff  be  increased  to  1  Superintendent  and  20  full¬ 
time  nurses  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  institution  of  a 
night  service.  Provision  was  made  in  the  estimates  for  the  year 
1951/52  for  the  appointment  of  1  additional  nurse. 

During  the  year  49,079  visits  were  made  to  1817  patients, 
d  compared  with  40,799  visits  to  1585  patients  for  the  year  1949. 


DOMESTIC  HELPS. 

(Section  29,  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.) 

' 

The  scheme  provides  lor  an  Organiser  and  the  equivalent  of 
C  60  whole-time  Domestic  Helps  to  provide  domestic  help  for  house¬ 
holds  where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
•  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
;;  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age  within  the  meaning 
] of  the  Education  Act,  1944. 

Uniform  consisting  of  overalls,  cap  and  badge,  is  provided, 
i  and  where  appropriate,  the  Helps  also  receive  travelling  allowances. 
Recipients  of  assistance  are  required  to  contribute  towards  the  cost 
in  accordance  with  their  means  as  assessed  under  a  scale  adopted 
,  by  the  Council. 

During  the  year  assistance  has  been  given  in  196  maternity 
cases,  9  tuberculous  cases,  and  m  281  other  cases.  In  all  but  3 
instances  the  applicants  were  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost. 

The  establishment  on  31st  December  consisted  of  an  Organiser, 
29  whole-time  and  33  (equivalent  to  22  whole-time)  part-time  Helps. 
In  addition  17  part-time  Helps  were  assisting  in  the  homes  of  blind 
persons. 

Although  the  Service  has  expanded  during  the  year,  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  from  time  to  time  in  meeting  requests  for 
-assistance. 
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HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Director  of  Education  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  showing  of  Health  Education  Films  to  adult 
audiences  at  various  schools  in  the  evenings.  The  films  selected

These  films  were  obtained  from  the  Central  Office  of 
Information,  and  the  programme  was  carried  out  by  the  Films 
Officer.  Attendances  on  the  whole  were  satisfactory. 

The  Health  Committee  reserved  a  Stand  at  the  Home  Lovers’ 
Exhibition  which  was  held  at  St.  Andrew’s  Hall,  Norwich,  from 
28th  September — 7th  October,  1950.  The  purpose  of  the  Stand 
was  to  indicate  to  the  public  the  work  of  -a  Health  Authority 
generally.  The  Stand  attracted  quite  a  lot  of  attention  from  the 
public  and  was  favourably  received.  Members  of  the  Health 
Visiting  Staff  were  present  in  the  evenings  and  on  Saturday  after¬ 
noons  to  answer  questions. 

Appropriate  publications,  posters  and  pamphlets  issued  by  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  were  purchased  and  dis¬ 
tributed  amongst  the  Ante-natal  Clinics,  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
and  various  departments  of  the  Council.  The  Empire  Marketing 
Board  Hoardings,  which  have  been  handed  over  to  the  Council, 
were  freely  used  for  the  display  of  Health  Education  posters.  A 
portable  display  set  of  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
Exhibition  Services  was  exhibited  at  Churchman  House.

‘beds,  allowing  144  square  feet  per  bed,  but  actually  more  can  be 
•: accommodated.  24  beds  are  allocated  for  cases  of  advanced 
[.pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  daily  average  number  of  beds 
■occupied  was  42  compared  with  40  in  1949. 

(e)  Hellesdon  Hospital  for  Mental  Cases  has  305  beds  for 
5 males  and  398  for  females.  The  Bethel  Hospital,  Bethel  Street, 
jhas  50  beds  for  female  patients,  and  The  Vale  Hospital,  Swains- 
Jthorpe  174  beds — 84  for  males  and  90  for  females.

ISANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Water,  The  water  supply  obtained  from  the  River  Wensum 
rand  controlled  by  the  Local  Authority  was  constant  and  adequate 
in  amount  throughout  the  year. 

The  water  was  subjected  to  pre-filtration  chloramination, 
raeration,  sedimentation  assisted  in  part  by  coagulation,  partly  slow 
qsand  and  partly  rapid  sand  filtration,  part  treatment  with  activated 
icarbon  and,  finally,  disinfection  by  chlorine.  Copper  sulphate 
‘treatment  was  also  used  during  part  of  the  year  for  the  control  of 
ralgal  growths. 
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Daily  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  City’s  piped  water 
supply  as  supplied  to  the  consumer  were  carried  out  in  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory;  the  Public  Analyst  and  the  Water  Department’s 
own  Chemist  carrying  out  examinations  of  the  waters  at  the  various 
stages  of  the  treatment.  During  the  year  311  bacteriological 
examinations  were  made,  310  of  which  were  reported  to  be  highly 
satisfactory  and  the  remaining  one  satisfactory. 

Further,  in  an  effort  to  do  everything  possible  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  the  supply,  the  Water  Committee  has  instructed  that 
employees  who  are  in  a  position  to  pollute  the  water  should  be 
medically  examined  with  reference  to  their  potentiality  for  pollution 
of  the  water  supply,  and  that  if  any  of  these  employees  are  absent 
through  sickness  a  copy  of  the  medical  certificate  be  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  enable  him  to  determine  whether  re¬ 
examination  is  necessary.  During  the  year  6  newly  appointed 
employees  were  examined  and  16  examinations  of  employees  absent 
through  sickness  were  carried  out. 

The  majority  of  the  population  obtain  their  water  from  the 
City’s  supply,  those  not  doing  so  being  almost  negligible.

^Public  Cleansing  and  Sanitary  Inspection,  etc, 

^  The  work,  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior 
sanitary  Inspector,  is  summarised  as  follows: — - 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

Approximately  22,150  tons  of  waste  material,  house  and  trade 
refuse  were  collected  and  disposed  of  at  the  Harford  Refuse  Tip. 

In  addition,  5665  tonnage  loads  of  trade  and  other  refuse  were 
liisposed  of  at  the  Refuse  Tip  by  private  firms,  a  charge  being  made 
or  this  according  to  the  tonnage  of  the  vehicles. 

During  the  year  the  sum  of  £3445  was  spent  on  purchasing 
new  refuse  disposal  equipment,  consisting  of  a  tractor,  scraper,  etc?, 
i.nd  the  use  of  this  equipment  has  made  possible  a  considerable 
seduction  in  the  cost  of  disposing  of  refuse. 

1121  dogs  and  105  cats  were  buried  at  the  Refuse  Tip. 
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Emptying  of  Cesspools. 

There  are  212  cesspools  in  the  City.  These  were  emptied  ati 
frequent  intervals  and  a  total  of  5446-j  loads  were  remo\  ed  and. 
disposed  of  through  the  City  sewers. 

'  52  loads  of  privy  bin  refuse  were  removed. 

Collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  and  Salvage. 

A  total  of  1425  tons  17|  cwts.  of  raw  kitchen  waste  was 
collected  during  the  year.  This  was  processed  into  891-|  tons  oi 
concentrated  food  and  sold  to  pig  and  poultry  keepers.  The 
amount  collected  is  some  300  tons  less  than  in  the  previous  \ear. 
but  the  income  from  its  sale,  at  £6154  10s.  0d.,  is  £60  more.  This 
is  due  to  the  fact  that,  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  Scheme  for  fortifying  kitchen  waste  by  the  use  of  such 
materials  as  blood  and  yeast,  an  increased  price  of  15/-  per  ton 
was  authorised  to  be  charged  by  us  for  the  concentrated  food.

During  1950  there  were  some  28  unsatisfactory  households 
under  consideration  by  the  Health  (Unsatisfactory  Households)

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN 

(Section  22). 

No  marked  changes  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  services 
provided  for  mothers  and  children. 

Bookings  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases  to  institutions 
continued  to  be  made  at  the  Municipal  Central  Clinic,  4,  Earlham 
Road.  Preference  was  given  to  those  cases  (a)  who  had  previous 
medical  complications  or  (b)  who  were  liable  to  have  complications 
in  their  confinement  or  (c)  whose  home  conditions  were  unsuitable 
for  a  domiciliary  confinement.  The  Local  Health  Authority  con¬ 
tinued  to  carry  out  ante-natal  examinations,  but  the  Hospital 
Management  Committee  also  arranged  for  at  least  two  ante-natal! 
examinations  to  be  given  at  their  Clinics. 


Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

In  August  one  Medical  Officer’s  session  each  month  was 
cancelled  at  George  White  School,  and  a  Midwife’s  session 
arranged.  One  Medical  Officer’s  session  and  one  Midwife’s  session 
were  cancelled  each  month  at  Stuart  School.  Patients  residing  in 
the  districts  served  by  these  ante-natal  and  post-natal  Clinics  can 
attend  at  either  Clinic  if  they  so  desire. 

(i)  Clinics  with  Medical  Officer  in  Charge.  5  ante -natal  and 
1  post-natal  session  are  held  at  4,  Earlham  Road  each  week. 
Combined  ante-natal  and  post-natal  Clinics  are  held  twice  each

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728  Blood  specimens  were  sent  through  the  Ante-natal  Clinics 
to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  for  Wassermann  tests  with 
the  following  results: — 3  positive,  1  doubtful  and  / 2.4  negative. 
Smears  for  gonococcal  infection  were  also  examined  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital. 

2  of  the  mothers  who  gave  positive  results  received  treatment 
and  were  still  pregnant  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  mother  who 
received  no  treatment  gave  birth  to  a  premature  still-born  infant. 

The  mother  who  had  a  doubtful  result  had  a  further  W.R. 
test  which  gave  a  negative  result,  confirmed  by  a  Kahn  test  which 
was  also  negative.  This  mother  gave  birth  to  a  full-term  healthy 
live  infant. 

3  mothers  who  had  received  treatment  after  giving  positive 
results  and  who  were  still  pregnant  at  the  end  of  1949,  gave  birth 
to  full  term  healthy  live  infants.  Another  mother  who  had  given 
a  negative  result  after  first  giving  a  douotful  result  and  who  was 
still  pregnant  at  the  end  of  1949,  also  gave  birth  to  a  full-term 
healthy  live  infant.

Welfare  Foods  which  are  included  in  the  Government’s 
Welfare  Food  Scheme  are  distributed  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.  In  addition,  other  welfare 
foods  and  medicaments  are  supplied  free  of  charge  where  the 
welfare  of  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  or  young  children  so 
require. 

Owing  to  the  continuance  of  the  National  Milk  Scheme  it  was 
not  necessary  to  issue  supplementary  supplies  of  liquid  milk  to  any 
mothers  or  children  through  the  Council’s  scheme  during  the  year. 
National  Dried  Milk,  however,  was  issued  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  and  other  proprietary  Dried  Milks  were  issued  on  the 
recommendations  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Charges  were  made  in 
appropriate  cases.

The  figures  in  these  columns  relate  to  new  cases  only. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Space  is  provided  on  the  Birth  Notification  Cards  in  which 
the  weight  of  the  child  at  birth  is  recorded.  Midwives  are  also 
asked  to  state  whether  the  child  is  full-term  or  premature.  130 
babies  born  during  the  year  weighed  at  birth  5 Jibs,  or  less.  The 
Mid  wives  and  Health  Visitors  give  special  attention  to  these  cases. 
The  hospital  authorities  in  the  area  inform  me  of  the  dates  of 
discharge  of  all  infants,  and  this  information  is  passed  on  to  the 
appropriate  Health  Visitor  with  instructions  to  follow  up  the  case. 
A  good  ambulance  service  is  available,  but  an  ambulance  with 
special  equipment  for  the  transport  of  these  cases  has  not  been 
provided. 

Nursery  Provision. 

No  Day  Nurseries,  residential  nurseries,  registered  daily 
guardians,  or  creches  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  provided. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. 

No  special  worker  has  been  appointed  for  the  care  of 
unmarried  mothers,  but  one  of  the  Health  Visitors  undertakes 
some  of  the  special  enquiries.  In  addition  all  the  Health  Visitors 
give  special  consideration  to  the  care  of  illegitimate  children. 

During  the  year  the  Health  Committee  accepted  responsibility 
for  the  maintainance  and  care  of  3  mothers  in  Mother  and  Baby 
Homes. 

There  is  also  a  voluntary  body  known  as  the  Norwich  Deanery 
Moral  Welfare  Committee,  with  a  Moral  Welfare  Worker,  who 
looks  after  the  general  and  moral  welfare  of  unmarried  mothers  who 
seek  their  aid.  This  Committee  dealt  with  28  pregnant  girls,  of 
whom  13  were  admitted  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes,  In  addition 
to  arranging  for  these  girls  to  be  admitted  to  homes,  assistance 
was  given  in  securing  grants  from  voluntary  organisations,  in 
securing  payments  from  the  putative  fathers,  obtaining  lodgings 
for  the  girls  and  foster  mothers  for  the  babies,  8  girls  sought 
assistance  after  the  birth  of  their  babies,  especially  for  the  purpose 
of  making  plans  for  the  future  of  the  babies. 

A  shelter  at  2.  Heigham  Grove,  belonging  to  the  Norwich 
Deanery  Moral  Welfare  Committee,  was  opened  by  the  Lord 
Mayor  on  the  4th  November.  This  provides  6  beds  and  2  cots. 
There  is  no  definite  length  of  stay,  the  period  varying  according 
to  the  needs  of  the  individual  girls,  from  one  night  to  3  or  4 
months.  The  fee  is  £3  per  week. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

The  appropriate  Committees  decided  that  the  present 
arrangements  for  the  orthopaedic  treatment  of  children 
;  should  be  continued,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Committees 
were  still  carrying  on  their  arrangements  for  this  treatment. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  the  local  hospitals  usually  on 
: Wednesday  afternoon.  158  new  cases  of  children  under  5  years 
of  age,  and  327  children  continuing  treatment  from  the  previous 
year  were  seen  at  the  Clinics. 


13  children  received  institutional  treatment  at  the  Jenny  Lind 
Hospital. 


: 'Other  Treatment. 

Children  seen  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  suspected  to  be 
suffering  from  defective  vision  are  referred  to  the  School  Eye 
Clinics  at  Churchman  House.  During  the  year  35  cases  were 
referred ;  glasses  were  recommended  for  19  children,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  glasses  had  been  obtained  in  15  cases. 

Children  under  school  age  suffering  from  ringworm  of  the 
Iscalp  are  examined  at  the  Ringworm  Clinic  at  Churchman  House. 
2  cases  of  ringworm  in  children  under  school  age  came  to  my 
notice  during  the  year.  Both  were  treated  by  X-ray  at  the  Norfolk 
and  Norwich  Hospital,  and  one  was  declared  cured  by  the  end  of 
the  year.  One  other  case  continued  ointment  treatment  at  the 
i  Clinic,  from  1949,  and  was  cured  during  the  year. 

Some  children  under  school  age  have  attended  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics  which  are  held  at  Churchman  House.  84  of 
these  children  were  brought  to  the  Clinics,  of  whom  13  were  found 
to  have  defects  which  required  treatment. 

The  treatment  of  all  known  cases  of  children  under  the  age 
of  5  years  with  discharging  ears  is  carried  out  at  their  homes  by 
the  District  Nurses,  During  the  year  20'  cases  (all  new)  received 
treatment.  These  were  referred  to  the  District  Nurses  from  various 
u  sources. 

Surgical  appliances  are  provided  through  the  Ministry  of 
ijPensions  to  children  under  5  years  of  age  who  attend  no  school. 
During  the  year  339  children  were  either  supplied  with  surgical 
appliances  or  had  their  shoes  wedged.

5  visits  were  made  during  1950  in  respect  of  child-minders,  2 
i  certificates  were  cancelled,  1  person  having  left  the  city  and  the 
other  ceased  to  be  a  child-minder. 
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INVESTIGATIONS. 

(a)  Study  of  the  Growth  of  Infants. 

The  Health  Committee  agreed  that  Norwich  should  take  part 
in  an  investigation  which  is  being  made  jointly  by  the  Ministries 
of  Health  and  Education  and  the  British  Paediatric  Association. 
The  purpose  of  the  investigation  is  to  obtain  curves  of  growth  of 
babies  and  infants  for  use  in  the  Child  Welfare  Services,  in  hospitals 
and  in  general  paediatric  practice  from  which  the  growth  of 
individual  children  can  be  assessed.  The  intention  is  to  include 
children  from  as  soon  as  possible  after  birth  up  to  the  age  of  2 
years  and  longer  if  practicable.  It  is  hoped  that  reports  on  at  least 
1 000  children  from  Norwich  will  be  submitted  for  the  purposes  of 
the  survey.  The  survey  commenced  during  the  week  beginning 
27th  March,  1950. 

(b)  Enquiry  into  Virus  Infections  during  Pregnancy. 

Norwich  is  also  taking  part  in  another  enquiry  which  is  being 
conducted  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  purpose  of  comparing 
the  risk  of  congenital  defects  occurring  among  children  (a)  born 
of  women  who  suffered  from  Rubella,  Measles,  Mumps,  Chicken 
Pox  or  Poliomyelitis  at  some  time  during  pregnancy,  and  (b)  born 
of  other  women. 

MIDWIFERY. 

(Section  23). 

The  Maternity  Home  at  Earlham  Hall  was  transferred  to 
Drayton  Hall  on  1st  October,  1950.  The  booking  arrangements 
for  institutions  are  mentioned  on  page  50. 

As  a  result  of  the  continuing  shortage  of  maternity  beds  in 
institutions  no  application  was  accepted  unless  the  patient  came 
within  the  three  priority  classes  mentioned. 

Transport  for  mid  wives  and  their  equipment  was  provided  by 
the  Ambulance  Service. 

(a)  Midwives. 

(i)  Employed  by  Local  Authority.  The  establishment 
consists  of  a  non-medical  supervisor,  a  superintendent-in-charge  of 
the  District  Mid  wives’  Home  and  16  district  midwives.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  the  vacancy  for  the  Superintendent-in-Charge  had  been 
filled,  fyut  the  person  appointed  did  not  commence  duties  until 
1st  February,  1951. 

(ii)  Other  Midwives.  On  the  31st  December,  there  were  8 
midwives  at  the  West  Norwich  and  11  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
Hospitals.  In  addition,  7  were  in  private  practice  (4  District  and 
3  in  Private  Maternity  Homes). 

(iii)  The  total  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  City  on 
the  3 1st  December,  was  42. 
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(b)  Midwifery  Service. 

(i)  Domiciliary.  The  domiciliary  service  continued  to  be 
controlled  from  4,  Earlham  Road,  throughout  the  year.  928 
confinements  (excluding  27  cases  of  miscarriage)  were  attended 
(946  in  1949).  Doctors  were  engaged  in  451  cases.  In  addition 
to  attending  these  928  labours,  the  domiciliary  midwives  carried 
jo ut  ante-natal  supervision,  making  a  total  of  8061  ante-natal  visits 
to  patients’  own  homes.  Nursing  visits  after  labour  numbered 
i  16,730.  In  addition,  the  midwives  attended  for  varying  periods 
438  patients  who  had  been  discharged  before  the  expiration  of 
|the  lying-in  period,  i.e.,  14  days— 108  visits  to  30  patients  from 
ithe  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  345  visits  to  331  patients  from 
West  Norwich  Hospital,  13  visits  to  3  patients  from  Earlham  Hall 
Maternity  Home,  140  visits  to  74  patients  from  Drayton  Hall 
Maternity  Home.  There  were  13  still-births  on  the  district,  repre¬ 
senting  1.4%  of  the  cases  attended  (Doctors  were  engaged  in  8  of 
“these  cases). 

11  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  occurred;  2  cases  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  1  to  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital, 
and  8  remained  at  home. 

District  midwives  were  required  to  assist  at  regular  intervals 
it  the  ante-natal  clinics  which  are  held  at  No.  4,  Earlham  Road, 
md  various  other  Centres  in  the  City.

This  Home  was  transferred  to 
j  Drayton  Hall  in  the  area  of  the  County  of  Norfolk  on  1st  October, 
1950.  In  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  339  mothers  were 
confined  in  the  Home.

(iii)  Training  of  Pupil  Midwives.  The  Maternity  Home  at 
Earlham  Hall  was-  approved  under  Section  B  of  the  rules  of  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board  in  respect  of  the  second  period  of  traili¬ 
ng  of  pupils.  The  training  consisted  of  3  months  in  the  Maternity

Home  and  3  months  on  the  district.  When  the  Maternity  Home 
was  transferred  to  Drayton  Hall  an  application  for  approval  in 
respect  of  that  Home  as  a  Part  11  Training  School  for  Midwives 
was  unsuccessfully  made  to  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board.  Con¬ 
sequently  application  was  made  to  the  Central  Midwives’  Board 
for  their  approval  to  conduct  second  period  training  for  12  pupil 
midwives  per  annum  entirely  on  the  district,  the  pupils  to  reside 
at  4,  Earlham  Road.  The  application  was  granted  in  February, 
1951.  During  the  year  16  pupils  completed  their  training  and 
passed  the  examination  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board. 

19  midwives  employed  in  institutions,  1  in  a  Private  Maternity 
Home,  and  the  16  domiciliary  midwives  are  trained  in  the 
administration  of  gas  and  air  analgesia. 

Still-Births. 

74  still-births  (1  which  occurred  in  1949)  were  registered, 
including  45  County  cases;  6  (1  County)  were  illegitimate. 

76  (46  County)  still-births  actually  occurred  in  the  area  during 
the  year,  but  3  were  registered  in  1951.  4  (2  County)  occurred  at 
the  Maternity  Home;  13  in  connection  with  the  Council’s 
Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service;  14  (8  County)  at  the  West  Norwich 
Hospital  and  45  were  private  doctors’,  private  Nursing  Homes, 
and  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  cases  (36  County).

year. 

Facilities  for  Consultants.  A  panel  of  consultants,  consisting  of 
Mr.  Bulman,  Mr.  Bentall  and  Mrs,  Townsley,  has  been  arranged, 
and  general  practitioners  have  been  authorised  to  consult  any 
member  of  this  panel  in  difficult  maternity  cases  if  occasion  arises, 
without  getting  previous  authorisation.  The  Regional  Hospital 
Board  is  responsible  for  the  fees,  and  it  is  not  known  in  how  many 
cases  Consultants  were  called  in  by  general  practitioners. 

Ante-natal  Care.  The  examination,  when  necessary,  of 
patients  from  the  Municipal  Ante-natal  Clinics  by  the  Specialists 
at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  continued  throughout  the 
year.  55  cases  were  referred  during  the  year. 

Post-Natal  Care.  The  arrangements  made  by  which  patients 
attending  the  Municipal  Post-natal  Clinics  can  be  examined  by 
Specialists  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  continued, 
cases  were  referred  during  the  year. 

Contraceptive  Clinic. 

The  Council  continued  to  pay  an  annual  subscription  of  £25 
to  the  Voluntary  Clinic  at  Ber  Street. 

Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes. 

Before  applicants  are  registered  new  Homes  are  inspected  by 
a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to  ensure  that 
the  arrangements  comply  with  the  Bye-laws  and  the  standards  laid 
down  by  the  Health  Committee.  The  arrangements  for  protection: 
against  first  are  also  inspected.  All  Nursing  and  Maternity  Homes 
are  inspected  periodically  by  a  Medical  Officer.  One  application 
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^  which  was  received  in  1949  for  registration  in  respect  of  a  Nursing 
Home  was  granted  during  1950  subject  to  the  provision  of  a  sluice 
and  the  non-admission  of  acute  cases..  One  maternity  home  was; 
transferred  to  other  premises  and  later  registered  as  a  Mixed  Home.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  infectious  diseases  were  moderately  active  in  1950.  The 
Table  on  page  72  gives  the  actual  notification  figures  and  the 
Table  on  pages  118  and  119  shows  the  incidence  in  the  schools. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

108  cases  were  notified  compared  with  176  in  1949  and  348 
in  1948.  The  cases  continued  to  be  mild  and  no  death  occurred. 
18  only  were  admitted  to  hospital,  these  again  being  chiefly  cases 
where  satisfactory  isolation  at  home  was  impossible. 

The  swabbing  of  all  Scarlet  Fever  contacts,  including  class 
contacts,  and  the  insufflation  of  nasal  carriers  of  haemolytic 
streptococci  with  sulphanilamide  powder  which  commenced  in 
October,  1949,  were  continued  throughout  1950.  Details  are  given 
in  the  School  Health  Service  Section  on  page  116. 

Diphtheria. 

2  cases  (type  gravis)  were  notified,  and  2  carriers  discovered. 
Ail  were  admitted  to  hospital.  The  number  of  cases,  one  less  than 
in  1949,  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  None  of  the  cases  nor 
the  carriers  had  been  immunised.  One  of  the  carriers  had  been 
primarily  schick  tested  in  1941  at  the  age  of  13  years  with  a 
negative  result.  No  death  occurred  in  the  cases  notified  during 
the  year.  The  cause  of  one  death  in  the  City,  a  male  aged  23  years, 
was  recorded  as  1  (a)  Aortic  stenosis  and  Incompetence;  (5) 
Diphtheria  when  7  years  old.  As  the  General  Practitioner  certified 
that  the  aortic  disease  was  due  to  Diphtheria  the  Registrar  General 
states  he  had  no-  alternative  than  to  assign  the  cause  of  death  to 
that  disease,  although  according  to  our  records  the  Diphtheria 
occurred  in  1931. 

Whooping  Cough. 

1017  cases  were  notified  compared  with  136  in  1949.  28  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  no  death  occurred.  Whooping  Cough: 
Inoculation,  when  asked  for.  is  carried  out  by  the  staff  of  the: 
Public  Health  Department.  During  the  year  283  children  of  whom 
278  were  under  school  age,  were  inoculated. 

Measles. 

The  outbreak  of  Measles  which  commenced  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1949  continued  into-  19501.  During  1950,  1315  cases  were: 
notified  and  24  were  admitted  to  hospital.  1  death  occurred. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

23  confirmed  cases  (14  paralytic)  were  reported.  21  were 
admitted  to  hospital  and  1  died. 


The  number  of  cases  was  3  more  than  in  1949,  5  more  than 
in  1948,  and  6  less  than  in  1947. 

One  of  the  13  paralytic  cases  who  recovered  was  left  with 
:  residual  paralysis  requiring  after  care.

Food  Poisoning. 

61  single  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  compared  with 
10  in  1949,  39  in  1948,  and  84  in  1947.  58  of  these  occurred  during 
he  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year.  10  were  admitted  to 
Hospital.  The  causal  organism  was  s,  typhimurium  in  46  cases, 

-  enteritidis  in  1  case,  s,  thompson  in  2  cases,  and  staphylococcus 
nureus  in  3  cases.  In  9  cases  no  organism  was  found. 
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1  outbreak  of  undiscovered  cause  occurred  in  the  Norwich 
Schools.  113  cases  were  ascertained  from  a  total  of  1600  at  risk. 
None  of  these  was  notified.  The  illness  was  comparatively  mild 
and  all  recovered  within  24  to  48  hours. 

jaundice. 

101  cases  (184  in  1949  and  131  in  1948)  were  notified  under 
the  Jaundice  Regulations,  1943.  1  death  occurred. 

Anthrax. 

I  case  was  notified  and  admitted  to  hospital. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

I I  cases,  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  32  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  were  reported.  There  was  no  impairment  of  vision 
in  any  of  the  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  1949  were  26  and  22  respectively. 

Chicken  Pox,  Mumps  and  Rubella. 

6  cases,  of  Chicken  Pox,  8  of  Mumps  and  5  of  Rubella  were 
notified.  The  respective  figures  for  1949  were  37,  8  and  3. 

Vincent’s  Angina. 

73  cases  of  Vincent’s  Angina  came  to  my  notice  during  1950, 
compared  with  41  in  1949,  150  in  1948,  31  in  1947,  44  in  1946, 
and  28  in  1945.  40  of  the  150  cases  in  1948  were  found  during 

a  special  investigation. 

Scabies  and  Vermin. 

30  notifications  of  Scabies  were  received  from  General 
Practitioners,,  and  1  case  was  brought  to  my  knowledge  from  the 
Ante-natal  Clinics,  a  total  of  31  compared  with  47  in  1949.  In 
addition,  15  contacts  examined  at  the  Scabies  Clinic  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Scabies  (67  in  1949)  making  a  grand  total  of 
46  known  cases. 

Notifications  were  received  from  General  Practitioners  that 
4  persons  were  infested  with  vermin,  and  31  contacts  of  verminous 
cases,  were  themselves  found  to  be  verminous. 

These  conditions  were  treated  at  the  Public  Health  Offices, 
and  88  cases  of  and  contacts  with  Scabies  (including  15  persons 
sent  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council)  attended  for  treatment  during 
the  year. 

Apart  from  the  head  cleansing  activities  of  the  School  Health 
Service,  34  verminous  persons  were  cleansed.

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VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
:  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  Clinics  are 
held  as  required  and  General  Practitioners  in  the  City  take  part 
in  the  scheme  by  carrying  out  vaccination  in  their  surgeries.  During 
the  year  423  cases  were  vaccinated  and  145  re- vaccinated,  a  total 
of  568,  77  of  whom  were  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Staff, 
the  remainder  by  General  Practitioners. 

Publicity  is  continuously  carried  out;  leaflets  are  distributed 
at  Clinics  and  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  urge  parents 
to  have  their  babies  and  young  children  vaccinated.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  carried  out  under  Section  26  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946.  Clinics  are  held  as  required 
at  the  Health  Department  and  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and 
General  Practitioners  participate  in  the  Scheme  by  carrying  out 
immunisation  in  their  own  surgeries. 

Twice  annually  a  leaflet  is  issued  to  parents  of  children 
attending  Infant  and  Junior  Schools,  and  a  letter  emphasising  the 
advantages  of  immunisation  is  sent  to  the  parents  of  all  babies 
when  the  babies  are  approximately  9  to  10  months  old.  Other 
means  of  publicity  are  used  as  occasion  arises,  and  Medical  Officers 
and  Health  Visitors;  are  constantly  advising  parents  of  the  import¬ 
ance  of  immunisation. 

The  Health  Committee  agreed  to  assist  the  Medical  Research 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  testing  a  new  diphtheria 
prophylactic  agent,  and  this  was  used  for  immunisation  from  the 
end  of  June,  1949.  Arrangements  were  made  for  a  proportion  of 
the  children  to  be  specially  followed  up  for  a  period  of  6  months 
after  inoculation  and  for  any  unusual  local  or  general  reactions  in 
all  children  inoculated  to  be  reported.  The  investigations  con¬ 
tinued  into  1951. 

During  the  year  1324  new  cases,  (170  over  5  years  of  age  and 
1154  under  5  years)  were  immunised  against  diphtheria.  856 
persons  over  5  years  of  age  and  208  under  5  years  received  rein¬ 
forcing  doses.  869  final  Schick  tests — 150  in  persons  over  5  years 
and  719  in  children  under  5  years  were  made;  of  these  11  proved 
to  be  positive,  2  in  persons  over  5  years  and  9  in  children  under 
5  years,  435  of  the  new  cases  were  immunised  by  General 
Practitioners.  At  the  end  of  the  year  10256  children  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  15  years  had  been  immunised — that  is  approximately 
59  per  cent,  of  the  children  attending  school. 

From  1935,  the  year  in  which  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics 
commenced  in  Norwich,  a  total  of  24822  cases  have  been  injected.

Notifications  in  1950,  totalling  102,  were  32  less  than  the  figure 
of  the  previous  year.

Cloth¬ 
ing  and  bedding  have  also  been  given  in  a  few  cases;  pocket  sputum 
£  flasks  and  disinfectants  are  given  for  the  ready  disposal  of  infected 
(  sputum.  The  disinfection  of  rooms  vacated  by  patients  has  been 
carried  out  gratuitously  on  request.  Bedding  is  disinfected  on 
request,  the  disinfection  being  done  at  one  of  the  local  hospitals 
at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Health  Authority.

Observations.  Dr.  R.  B.  Boston,  the  Chest  Physician,  makes 
»ithe  following  comments  ;  — 

“The  graph  of  Death  Rates  from  Tuberculosis  per  1000  of  the 
population  depicts  a  steady  downward  trend  in  both  respiratory 
;  and  non-respiratory  cases.  The  graph  was  prepared  from  figures 
available  since  1893.  The  decline  in  the  death  rates  for  the  City 
t(  correspond  to  a  similar  decline  observed  in  National  Statistics  for 
r;  many  years  previous  tO'  1893. 


The  total  T.B.  death  rates  have  fallen  year  by  year  with  the 
exception  of  1946,  since  1944.  Similar  periods  of  progressive  fall 
in  the  rates  occurred  between  1901  and  1914,  and  again  between 
1  1921  and  1931,  and  again  from  1934  to  1938.  Interruptions  in  the 
4  lines  of  fall  occurred  during  or  immediately  after  times  of  stress, 
[j  namely  the  war  years  1914 — 1918,  when  a  rapid  rise  resulted;  1931 
to  1934,  when  rising  rates  accompanied  the  financial  crisis  of  1931, 
and  the  subsequent  years  of  increasing  unemployment,  although 


si 


the  rise  in  the  death  rates  was  not  so  pronounced  or  so  rapid  as 
in  the  previous  war  years,  and  with  the  outbreak  of  the  second 
world  war  in  1939  the  rates  again  began  to  rise  and  so  continued 
until  1944.  The  low  levels  reached  in  1937  and  1938  were  not 
again  equalled  until  1948,  when  a  new  record  low  rate  was  once 
more  established.  A  further  low  level  record  was  reached  in  1949, 
and  yet  again  in  1950. 

The  graph  shows  that  the  decline  of  the  T.B.  death  rates  was 
hampered  for  10  years  by  the  circumstances  initiated  by  the  out¬ 
break  of  war  in  1939. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  there  has  been  no  alteration  in  the 
“natural  line  of  fall”  in  the  T.B.  death  rates,  except  adversely,  and 
the  break  or  delay  in  the  line  of  fall  has,  as  mentioned,  accompanied 
periods  of  stress.  No  events  or  measures  have  ever  accelerated 
the  “natural  line  of  fall”  in  the  T.B.  death  rates.  The  discovery  of 
the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  compulsory  notification,  the  establishment  of 
sanatoria,  the  employment  of  modem  methods  of  treatment  have 
not  in  any  instance  resulted  in  an  increasing  rate  of  decline  in  the 
death  rates,  which  could  be  manifested  by  a  vertical  deflection  of 
the  natural  line  of  fall.  The  only  apparent  vertical  deflection 
occurred  in  1919  and  1920,  when  the  marked  drop  in  the  death 
rates  of  those  years  corresponded  to  the  very  high  death  rates  from 
influenza,  which  claimed  many  victims  from  tuberculous  patients 
as  well  as  from  the  general  population.  When  the  influenza 
epidemic  of  that  period  abated,  the  tuberculosis  death  rate  again 
assumed  the  “natural  line  of  fall,”  which,  broadly  speaking,  has  in 
times  of  peace  continued  its  steady  downward  trend,  and  in  years 
of  war,  it  has  been  interrupted  so  that  the  T.B.  death  rates  have 
not  only  ceased  to  fall  but  have  actually  increased. 

It  does  not  appear  to  be  a  case  of  more  infection  during  years 
of  stress,  but  a  matter  of  lowered  resistance  agamst  infection,  and 
the  adverse  factor  in  this  connection  is  prolonged  strain  from  any 
cause,  personal  or  environmental,  individual  or  national.  Extreme 
degrees  of  prolonged  strain  were  present  in  Belsen  conditions,  which 
resulted  in  catastrophic  T.B.  death  rates,  but  such  exaggerated  con¬ 
ditions  of  strain  point  to  the  true  effect  of  strain,  the  effect  being 
merely  exaggerated  in  degree  according  to  the  exaggeration  of  the 
cause. 

It  is  gratifying  to  see  the  “natural  line  of  fall”  once  more 
restored  as  the  result  of  the  new  low  record  figures  during  the  past 
three  years,  but  only  a  downward  deflection  from  the  “natural 
line”  will  suggest  that  some  new  measure  has  been  successfully 
employed  in  the  fight  against  the  disease.”

There  are  15  cases  awaiting  admission  to  Institutions  and 
particulars  of  each  case  have  been  forwarded  to  the  East 
Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Of  the  cases,  9  are  living 
at  home  with  their  parents  or  other  relatives  and  6  are  in  West 
Norwich  Hospital. 
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00  Guardianship  and  Supervision. 

There  are  no  cases  under  Guardianship. 

The  cases  under  Statutory  Supervision  are  visited  by  a 
Mental  Health  Worker  or  by  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer. 

(3)  Occupation  Centre. 

I  he  Authority  has  an  Occupation  Centre  which  prior  to 
June,  1950,  was  attended  by  12  defectives  in  the  morning  only. 

In  June  an  all-day  session  was  commenced,  9  males  and 
12  females  attending  from  10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Two  special  buses 
are  provided  to  collect  the  defectives  from  their  homes.  The 
two  Supervisors  travel  with  the  buses  and  act  as  guides.  The 
work  taught  includes  handwork,  physical  activities,  percussion 
band  playing  and  speech  training. 

Two  insulated  food  carriers,  one  set  of  seamless  aluminium 
containers,,  a  kitchenette,  additional  furniture  and  crockery 
were  provided  and  a  mid-day  meal  has  been  supplied  through 
the  Schools  Meal  Service.  A  charge  is  made  for  the  meals  in 
accordance  with  the  scale  approved  by  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  School  Meals  Service. 

The  Health  Committee  provided  a  holiday  at  the  seaside 
from  the  10th  and  17th  June,  1950,  for  those  who  were  attend¬ 
ing  the  Occupation  Centre.  The  party  with  the  two  Supervisors 
in  charge  travelled  by  bus  to  Gorleston.  A  very  enjoyable 
time  was  spent,  the  proprietor  of  the  premises  at  which  the 
party  stayed  doing  everything  possible  to  provide  comfort. 
Letters  of  appreciation  were  received  from  some  of  the  parents, 

(4)  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  is  available  for  removal 
of  cases  at  the  request  of  the  Authorised  Officer,  Police  and 
Hospitals.

The 
ampliation  of  the  Report  has  been  largely  the  work  of  Dr.  Riddel. 

The  only  general  comment  is  practically  a  repetition  of  my 
oport  letters  of  1948  and  1949,  namely,  the  serious  shortage  of 
aff  in  various  ways.  This  is  definitely  hampering  the  work  and 
in  some  instances  is  resulting  in  neglect  of  the  children.  This 
Latter  has  been  reported  to  the  Committee.

(2)  General  Information.  National  Health  Service  Act.  1946. 
It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  delay  in  providing  spectacles  which 
was  so  marked  when  this  Act  came  into  force  (from  4  to  6  months), 
has  been  greatly  reduced  and  averages  now  from  4  to  6  weeks, 
which  approximates  to  the  pre-Act  period. 

With  regard  to  the  School  Dental  Service,  however,  this  has 
been  and  is  greatly  handicapped  by  the  virtual  impossibility  of 
obtaining  dental  officers  for  the  chnic,  which  is  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Ministry  of  Education;  dental  officers  being  able  to  obtain 
much  higher  remuneration  if  working  under  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
It  is  not  only  impossible  to  fill  two  vacancies,  but  there  is  also 
disquiet  amongst  the  staff  that  remains,  when  they  observe  more 
lucrative  prizes  available  if  they  work  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act. 

The  number  attending  the  eye  specialist  at  the  clinic  has  not 
been  affected  by  the  Act  and  averages  about  800  per  year,  but 
there  has  been  a  decrease  in  those  attending  the  minor  ailments 
clinic  due  to  some  now  being  treated  by  the  family  doctor. 

The  specialist  clinics  (eye,  orthopaedic)  which  may  eventually 
be  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  still  being 
carried  out  by  the  School  Health  Service. 

Following  an  agreement  between  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  it  has 
been  the  practice  since  October  not  to  refer  any  school  child  for 
specialist  examination  and  treatment  (eyes  excepted)  without 
obtaining  the  consent  of  the  general  practitioner.  I  may  say  that 
this  consent  is  freely  given  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Clinics.  A  new  clinic  for  heart  cases  held  monthly  at  the 
Jenny  Lind  Hospital  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
otherwise  no  radical  change  has  occurred,  but  there  have  been 
minor  adjustments  to  give  a  better  service. 

The  orthopaedic  service  has  been  badly  hit  by  inability  to  fill 
two  vacancies  for  physiotherapists.  There  was  no  one  during  the 
months  of  January  and  February,  and  a  part-time  officer  for  only 
three  sessions  weekly  since  1st  March.  Only  the  most  urgent 
treatment  can  be  carried  out  under  these  conditions  and  the 
remedial  exercises  for  postural  defects  in  the  schools  (the  Secondary 
Grammar  Schools  excepted)  are  in  abeyance.  This  is  a  rather 
serious  state  of  affairs.  One  surmises  thai  the  available  physio¬ 
therapists  prefer  to  enter  the  services  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Boards. 
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Health  of  School  Children.  For  the  fourth  successive  year  the 
number  of  children  on  the  school  register  shows  an  increase,  being 
2079  above  the  1946  figure.  Their  health  continues  to  be  good 
and  there  was  a  low  figure  for  contagious  skin  disease — lower  than 
in  the  pre-war  years. 

There  were  16  cases  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  (11 
paralytic),  of  whom  1  child  was  still  receiving  treatment  for  paralysis 
of  one  limb  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  1  case  of  diphtheria  occurred.  This  child  had  not  been 
Immunised.  Approximately  58%  of  the  children  attending  school 

at  the  end  of  the  year  had  been  immunised. 

' 

Measles  continued  to  be  prevalent  for  the  second  successive 
year  with  562  recorded  cases. 


6  children  died  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  little  change. 

About  80%  of  the  children  take  their  ration  of  school  milk, 
and  about  38%  have  school  meals. 

t 

Uncleanliness  of  the  head  is  diminishing,  not  only  in  degree, 
but  in  numbers.  There  were  141  cases  compared  with  220  in  the 
previous  year. 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  in  September  occurred  in  11 
schools  and  66  children  and  47  of  the  staff  were  affected.  The 
meals  to  these  schools  had  been  supplied  from  the  Bull  Close 
Kitchen,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  5  members  of  the  kitchen  staff 
!  were  germ  carriers;.  The  Committee  therefore  resolved  that  these 
members  should  be  suspended  from  duty  until  the  Medical  Officer 
?f  Health  was  satisfied  as  to  their  fitness  to  return.  It  was  later 
eported  that  after  a  further  investigation,  it  had  been  shown  that 
'Tie  organisms  in  question  were  of  a  type  not  associated  with  food 
[poisoning,  and  the  5  members  of  the  kitchen  staff  were  therefore 
permitted  to  return  to  work,  no  further  action  being  taken  with 
i  regard  to  treatment. 

Following-up.  The  following-up  arrangements  by  the  School 
\Tirses,  etc.,  have  not  been  altered  during  the  year.  242  home  visits 
were  recorded  by  the  School  Nurses  in  respect  of  children  who  had 
3een  advised  to  have  medical  treatment. 


71  children  were  involved  in  cases  referred  during  the  year 
3y  the  Welfare  Officers  or  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  to  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 
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Deaths .  There  were  6  recorded  deaths  of  school  children, 
compared  with  10  in  the  previous  year.  The  causes  of  death 
were: — Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  1;  Addison’s  Disease,  1;  Acute 
Broncho-Pneumonia,  1;  Sarcoma  of  Femur,  1;  Cerebral  Tumour,  1; 
Acute  Peritonitis  from  perforation  of  the  small  intestine  caused  by 
accidental  fall,  1.  The  proportion  of  deaths  due  to  violence  is 
considerably  lower  than  usual. 

Certified  Special  Schools .  There  is;  no  change  in  the  conduct 
or  regime  of  the  certified  special  schools,  except  that  the  children 
attending  the  Colman  Road  Special  School  are  not  now  given 
breakfast  or  tea. 

Educationally  Sub-normal  Children.  Of  the  33  new  cases 
examined  mentally  during  the  year,  28  were  referred  by  the 
Education  staff,  1  by  the  School  Health  Service,  and  4  by  other 
sources. 

Juvenile  Delinquency.  I  am  informed  that  there  were  243 
cases  of  juvenile  delinquency  during  the  year.  214  boys  and  29 
girls — an  increase  of  3  cases. 

Hospital  Treatment — Special  Arrangements.  In  addition  to 
the  routine  treatment  at  the  local  hospitals,  specialist  treatment 
required  for  some  cases  has  been  or  will  be  given  at  other  hospitals 
with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Education.  This  applies 
chiefly  to  plastic  treatment  at  East  Grinstead. 

One  girl  suffering  from  an  extensive  naevus  involving  most 
of  the  right  side  of  the  face,  attended  the  Radium  Institute,  London, 
for  observation,  following  treatment,  during  the  year. 

One  boy  and  four  girls  suffering  from  hare  lip,  cleft  palate, 
etc.,  one  boy  suffering  from  congenital  ptosis,  one  boy  suffering 
from  pigmented  mole  of  face  and  neck,  and  one  boy  suffering  from 
facial  paralysis  received  treatment  at  the  Plastic  Surgery  Centre  at 
Queen  Victoria  Hospital,  East  Grinstead. 

One  boy  suffering  from  spastic  diplegia  continued  under 
treatment  throughout  the  year  at  the  St.  Vincent’s  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Northwood  Hills,  near  Pinner,  Middlesex,  and  another 
boy  was  admitted  during  the  year. 

On  the  advice  of  specialists  at  the  local  hospitals,  one  boy 
was  admitted  during  the  year  to  the  Hill  End  Hospital,  St.  Alban’s, 
and  one  boy  to  the  Westminster  Children’s  Hospital  to  undergo 
operations  for  heart  defects. 
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One  boy  received  treatment  at  the  Royal  Cancer  Hospital  for 
posterior  fossa  tumour  and  malignant  blastoma.  He  made  a  good 
post-operative  recovery,  but  was  still  an  in-patient  at  the  end  of 
s  the  year.

Treatment  of  Otorrhoea. 


As  with  other  minor  ailments,  children  suffering  from  otorrhoea 
who  attend  schools  near  the  centre  of  the  City  are  treated  at  the 
Central  Clinic  at  Churchman  House,  while  those  on  the  outskirts  are 
treated  at  the  District  Clinics. 


The  cases  treated  have  come  to  our  notice  through  various 
l  agencies,  but  chiefly  through  the  School  Medical  Staff  and  Head 
Teachers. 

When  considered  advisable,  cases  are  referred  for  examination 
by  the  specialist  at  the  Out-patient  department  of  the  Jenny  Lind 
and  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospitals  and  treatment  continued  or 
modified  according  to  his  findings. 

2  new  cases  were  referred  to  the  Ear  Specialist  during  the 
year.  5  cases  recurred  and  26  continued  under  treatment  or 
observation  from  the  previous  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  19 
:  cases  which  had  been  seen  by  the  Ear  Specialist  were  still  out- 
;  standing. 

24  additional  cases,  not  referred  to  the  Ear  Specialist,  were 
also  treated  during  the  year. 

340  treatments  were  given  at  the  Central  Clinic  at  Churchman 

>  House,  and  1487  at  the  District  Minor  Ailments  Clinics.

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WORK  DONE  IN  THE  DENTAL  CLINIC  DURING 
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Children  under  5  years  of 
age  who  attend  no  School — 
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School  Dental  Service. 

The  Senior  School  Dental  Officer  Reports  :  — 

Another  year  has  passed  and  with  it  another  depression  in  the 
School  Dental  Service,  and  as  can  be  expected  the  work  has  piled 
up  with  the  result  that  obviously  school  inspections  have  had  to 
suffer.  It  is  no  use  inspecting  children  in  the  schools  unless  they 
can  be  offered  treatment  in  the  near  future.  Parents  accept  treat- 
j  ment,  and  when  sent  for  some  considerable  time  later,  have  lost 
i  interest  and  do  not  bring  the  children  in  many  cases.,  and  so 
j  valuable  time  is  wasted. 

We  have  tried  to  maintain  routine  treatment  at  certain  schools, 
?  where  a  Dental  Officer  has  been  in  attendance,  but  this  has  been 
curtailed  by  the  premises  where  he  has  worked  being  wanted  for 
other  purposes.. 

Unfortunately  the  number  of  anaesthetics  administered  still 
;  continues  to  increase.  We  have  nearly  got  to  the  stage  where  we 
6  are  providing  a  breakdown  service,  and  in  addition  to  this  we  have 
I  had  to  treat  emergency  cases  from  the  Grammar  School,  High 
School,  Bracondale  and  other  private  schools,  and  our  resources 
:  have  been  taxed  to  the  limit. 

In  the  last  19  years  as  School  Dental  Officer,  I  have  seen  the 
l  School  Dental  Service  in  Norwich  grow  until  in  1938  it  became 
possible  to  inspect  and  treat  all  school  children  annually. 

During  the  war  conditions  were  naturally  altered,  but  from 
the  close  of  hostilities  to  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Scheme,  the  service  was  being  built  up  again.  Since  then, 
r  however,  the  tale  has  been  one  of  frustration  and  disappointment 
t  due  to  the  necessity  of  putting  last  things  first. 

Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment . 

The  Dental  Officers  devoted  7  half  days  to  the  inspection  of 
c  children  in  the  schools;  and  examined  946  scholars — an  average 
c  of  135.1  per  session.  515,  or  54.4  per  cent.,  were  found  to  require 
ri  treatment,  and  570  (including  cases  referred  during  the  previous 
'  year),  attended  the  Clinic  for  treatment. 

3657  children  (casuals)  were  referred  to  the  Dental  Clinic  by 
i  the  School  Medical  Officers,  Head  Teachers  and  School  Nurses 
i  for  examination.  Of  these  3012  were  treated.

The  total  number  of  children  treated  during  the  year  was;  3582, 
[  the  number  of  attendances  being  8526. 
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3694  fillings  were  done  impermanent  teeth,  and  65  in  temporary 
teeth,  making  a  total  of  3759.  *  Included  in  these  were  372  synthetic 
and  38  root  fillings. 

999  permanent  teeth  were  extracted,  of  which  267  were 
removed  for  regulation  purposes,  and  4373  temporary  teeth  were 
extracted. 

The  number  of  general  anaesthetics  administered  was  2248. 

There  were  1399  permanent  and  68  temporary  other  operations, 
which  include  207  root  dressings,  47  scalings,  and  359  visits  for 
regulation  treatment. 

The  X-Ray  Unit  has  proved  invaluable  in  diagnosis  and 
subsequent  treatment  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  X-Rays  taken  was  124  children  and  60 
mothers. 

In  cases  where  the  crowns  of  the  front  teeth  have  been 
fractured,  due  to  falls  off  bicycles,  etc.,  or  from  caries,  acrylic 

crowns  have  been  fitted.  21  of  these  crowns  were  made  during 
me  year.  &

Orthopedic  Treatment 
The  Orthopaedic  Scheme  commenced  in  June,  1936. 

This  scheme  covers  the  treatment  of  all  children  suffering  from 
orthopaedic  defects,  whether  of  school  age  or  under,  and  the 
treatment  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  bones  and  joints. 
Mr.  H.  A.  Brittain,  F.R.C.S.,  is  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  there 
is  an  establishment  for  two  full-time  Orthopaedic  Physiotherapists. 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  local  hospitals  by  arrangement  with  the 
Hospital  Authorities  on  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  cases  of 
orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  Mr.  Brittain  at  these  clinics. 

With  regard  to  slight  postural  defects  which  are  so  prevalent 
amongst  scholars  attending  the  Secondary  Grammar  Schools, 

special  exercises  are  conducted  for  these  children  by  the  Gymnastic 
Teachers, 
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Cases  are  referred  by  the  Doctors  from  School  Medical 
|  Inspections,  School  Clinics,  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  the 
1  Tuberculosis  Clinic.  The  hospitals  also  refer  cases  for  inclusion 

1  in  the  Scheme. 

I 

Whilst  under  treatment,  the  cases  are  seen  by  the  specialist 
j  as  often  as  may  be  required  and  at  least  every  12  months.  The 
|  arrangements  for  institutional  treatment  are  that  the  cases  go  to 
t  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  or  Jenny  Lind  Hospitals  for  short  term 
<j  periods  of  treatment,  i.e.,  6  weeks  or  less,  and  to  Melton  Lodge, 
Great  Yarmouth — an  approved  Orthopaedic  Institution — for  long 
i  term  periods  of  treatment,  when  accommodation  is  available. 

With  regard  to  the  supply  of  surgical  boots  and  instruments, 
(j  this  department  orders  the  appliances  on  forms  issued  by  the 
j  Ministry  of  Pensions,  which  accepts  financial  responsibility  under 
!  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

During  the  year,  25  surgical  boots  and/or  instruments 
(exclusive  of  night  splints  and  wedges  in  footwear)  have  been 
supplied  under  this  arrangement.

Uncleanliness. 

The  School  Nurses  visit  the  schools  periodically  for  the  purpose 
of  examining  children  for  uncleanliness. 

Under  Section  73  of  the  Norwich  Corporation  Act,  1933,  the 
School  Nurses  report  to  this  office  any  children  they  may  find  whose 
persons  or  clothing  are  in  a  verminous  or  filthy  condition.  These 
children  are  immediately  excluded  from  school  and  a  Statutory 
Notice  (or,  in  the  case  of  a  first  offence,  a  milder  form  of  letter)  is 
sent  to  the  parents,  giving  them  24  hours  in  which  to  cleanse  them. 
The  standard  adopted  is  that  if  a  single  nit  or  louse  is  seen,  the 
child  is  excluded  and  a  notice  sent.  No  child  is  re-admitted  to 
school  without  a  medical  certificate  of  cleanliness.  Similar  action 
is  taken  in  any  case  found  by  a  doctor  during  medical  inspection 
or  at  the  Clinic.  If  a  child  attends  the  Clinic  before  the  24  hours 
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notice  has  elapsed,  and  is  still  not  clean,  the  parents  are  offered 
fl  voluntary  cleansing,  but  if  the  24  hours  have  elapsed  the  child  is 
|  compulsorily  cleansed.  After  a  child  has  been  compulsorily 
I  cleansed,  the  School  Nurse  visits  the  parent  and  gives  instructions 
as  to  the  best  method  of  cleansing,  and  also  endeavours  to  persuade 
any  contacts  to  attend  for  examination  and  (if  necessary)  cleansing. 
The  Committee  have  decided  to  prosecute  the  parent  of  any  child 
for  whom  three  notices  have  been  served  within  a  period  of  two 
years. 

The  School  Nurses  and  other  authorised  persons  made  34,769 
examinations  in  the  Primary  Schools,  and  10,002  in  the  Secondary 
[Modem  Schools  during  the  year.  102  Primary  and  34  Secondary 
1  Modem  School  scholars  were  found  unclean  during  the  course  of 
i  these  examinations.  Statutory  Notices  under  Section  73  of  the 
)  Norwich  Corporation  Act,  1933,  and  letters  in  respect  of  first 
i:  offences  were  served  on  parents  in  respect  of  0.3%  of  the  pupils 
examined.  (This  percentage  figure  is  based  on  the  number  of 
s  individual  pupils  found  unclean  by  the  School  Nurses  and  other 
authorised  persons  during  the  course  of  Head  Inspections,  and  does 
mot  include  cases  referred  from  other  sources). 

2303  examinations  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  School 
Nurses  in  the  Secondary  Grammar  School  (Girls),  no  scholars  being 
found  unclean.

Head  Teachers  notify  me  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  any 
children  they  have  excluded  from  school  for  uncleanliness.  These 
cases  are  visited  by  the  School  Nurses,  and  are  not  re-admitted  until 
certified  fit  by  one  of  the  Medical  Officers,  With  a  view  to  pro¬ 
moting  cleanliness  in  the  schools  “Sacker  Hygienic  Combs”  and 
bottles  of  D.D.T.  hair  emulsion  are  issued  from  my  office  free  of 
charge  to  parents. 

Speech  Therapy. 

The  Speech  Therapist  is  employed  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  7  sessions  weekly. 

Cases  are  referred  by  the  doctors  from  School  Medical 
Inspections,  School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres;  by  the 
School  Nurses,  the  Head  Teachers,  and  occasionally  by  the 
hospitals. 

During  the  year,  13  school  children  and  2  children  under 
school  age  suffering  from  stammer,  and  45  school  children  and 
5  children  under  school  age  suffering  from  other  forms  of  speech 
defect  were  referred  for  treatment  as  new  cases, 

A  total  of  43  school  children  and  2  children  under  school 
age  suffering  from  stammer,  and  106  school  children  and  5  children 
under  school  age  with  other  speech  defects  received  treatment,  of 
whom  15  school  children  suffering  from  stammer  and  31  school 
children  with  other  speech  defects  were  discharged  as  fit.

In  addition,  45  cases  were  under  observation  only,  and  5  cases 
who  had  been  suggested  as  suitable  for  treatment  were  awaiting 
an  initial  interview  with  the  Speech  Therapist. 

A  total  of  2047  attendances  were  made  at  the  Centres  during 
the  year  by  school  children,  and  81  by  children  under  school  age. 

The  Speech  Therapist  reports  as  follows  :  — 

“I  shall  split  up  the  numbers  attending  Speech  Centres  as 
follows :  — 

(1)  Speech  defects  resulting  from  physical  defects. 

(a)  Cleft  Palate  Speech.  15  cases  including  a  girl  with 
cleft  palate  and  deafness  for  which  she  is  wearing  a 
hearing  aid. 

(b)  Deaf  Speech.  1  boy  already  wears  a  hearing  aid  and 
so  is  starting  speech  training,  and  2  more  in  the  course 
of  investigation. 

(c)  Spastic  speech  from  children  with  varying  degrees  of 
cerebral  palsy,  5  cases. 

(d)  Aphasic  speech  resulting  from  a  cerebral  lesion,  2 
cases, 

(e)  Rhinolalia,  excessive  nasality  following  tonsils  and 
adenoids  operation,  2  cases, 

*  (2)  Dyslalias  of  which  76  cases  have  simple  defects  on  one 
or  two1  sounds.  The  largest  number  of  these  have  defects  on  the 
sibilant  sounds;  many  others  substitutions  of  one  sound  for  another, 
i.e.,  t  for  c  and  d  for  g.  These  cases  follow  familiar  patterns,  and 
when  the  children  are  intelligent  and  have  co-operative  parents  the 
defects  are  remedied  in  a  few  weeks.  In  addition  there  were  8 
cases  of  gross  dyslalia;  the  speech  being  full  of  substitutions,  4  of 
these  children  are  mentally  dull  and  backward,  the  other  4  have 
Intelligence  Quotients  between  80  and  90  and  all  come  from  large 
famihes  where  speech  is  careless.

(3)  Stammerers.  Of  the  45  cases  one  combined  with  dyslalia, 
one  with  cleft  palate  speech  and  a  third  is  stafhmering  as  a  result 
of  his  poor  mental  condition  and  inability  to  keep  pace  with  his 
school  fellows,  4  children  originally  referred  from  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  with  stammer  have  shown  considerable  improvement  as  a 
result  of  a  few  visits  and  talks  with  mothers,  2  boys  have  mothers 
who  stammer  and  these  women  have  been  referred  to  the  speech 
clinic  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  thus  getting  at  the 
root  of  those  children’s  stammering.” 

Child  Guidance. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  has  been  administered  since  1942 
by  the  Psychiatric  Services  of  the  City  of  Norwich,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Education  and  Public  Health  Committees, 

During  the  year  115  Primary  and  99  Secondary  school  children 
were  treated  at  the  Clinic,  which  is  held  in  premises  at  Surrey 
Street. 

18  other  children  (under  school  age,  private  schools,  etc.)  also 
received  treatment. 

4 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases.  The  general  arrangements  with 
regard  to  infectious  diseases  have  remained  unaltered.  It  is  very 
important  that  Head  Teachers  should  notify  to  the  Public  Health 
Department  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  which  come  to  their 
notice. 

The  swabbing  of  all  Scarlet  Fever  contacts,  including  class 
contacts,  and  the  insufflation  of  nasal  carriers  of  haemolytic 
streptococci  with  sulphanilamide  powder  which  commenced  in 
October,  1949,  were  continued  throughout  1950. 

During  the  year  113  nasal  carriers  were  detected  and  of  these 
75  had  been  cleared  by  the  end  of  1950. 

Most,  of  the  nasal  carriers  who  had  been  treated  and  cleared 
during  the  period  October,  1949,  to  May,  1950,  were  swabbed 
again  in  June.  7  positive  nasal  swabs  were  returned  from  122  old 
carriers,  equal  to  5.7%. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  in  a  school  child  was  notified  during 
the  year. 


Mumps,  Jaundice.  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles  and  Chicken  Pox 
showed  reduction,  whilst  Rubella  increased  from  7  cases  in  1949 
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to  9  in  1950,  Whooping  Cough  from  39  cases  in  1949  to  355  in 
1950,  and  Acute  Poliomyelitis  from  4  cases  to  14.  (9  paralytic  and 
5  non-paralytic). 

There  were  no  cases  of  Dysentery. 

No  school  was  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease. 

4  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  40  cases  of  Measles,  17  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough,  1  case  of  Chicken  Pox,  1  case  of  Food  Poisoning, 
2  cases  and  1  contact  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (paralytic),  and  1  case 
J  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported  from  private  schools. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  urged  by  the  Health  and  Education 
Committees,  Details  of  the  cases  immunised  during  the  year  are 
given  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(5)  Prevision  of  Meals.  Mid-day  meals  are  provided  by  the 
)  Local  Education  Authority  to  all  school  children  whose  parents 
request  this.  From  time  to  time  the  School  Medical  Officers  also 
put  forward  cases  where  they  think  meals  would  particularly 
benefit. 

During  the  year  19  Primary  and  9  Secondary  Modem  school 
I  children  were  recommended  under  these  arrangements. 

The  percentage  of  children  in  school  having  school  meals  is 
about  38,  and  about  80%  take  their  ration  of  milk. 

In  1942  the  Education  Committee  inaugurated  a  scheme 
I  whereby  children  receiving  meals  could  attend  at  the  Dining 
Rooms  during  the  holidays.  The  arrangements  were  continued 
i  throughout  the  year,  with  results  as  shown  in  the  following

Since  September,  1946,  school  milk  has  been  provided  free  of 
charge  in  all  grant-aided  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools,  under 
the  terms  of  Circular  119  of  the  Ministry  of  Education,  dated  22nd 
July,  1946.  The  permitted  quantity  of  milk  per  pupil  is  maintained 
as  far  as  possible  at  one-third  of  a  pint  per  day,  except  in  the 
Physical  Defectives’  Section  of  the  Colman  Road  Special  School, 
where  two-thirds  of  a  pint  daily  is  granted. 

From  1st  August,  1947,  the  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food  has  provided  that  one  pint  of  milk  daily  at  l^d. 
per  pint  should  be  available  from  registered  suppliers  all  the  year 
round  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16  who  are  unable 
by  reason,  of  disability  of  mind  or  body  to  attend  school. 

A  number  of  invalid  children  under  the  Visiting  Teacher  have 
availed  themselves  of  this  scheme  during  the  year. 

(6)  Co-operation  of  Parents,  Teachers,  Welfare  Officers  and 
Voluntary  Bodies. 

(a)  Medical  and  Dental  Inspection.  The  co-operation  of 
parents,  teachers,  etc.,  has  been  received  as  in  previous  years. 

Children  who  are  sent  to  the  School  Dental  Clinic  by  the 
Medical  Officers,  Head  Teachers,  School  Nurses,  etc.,  have  to 
obtain  the  sanction,  in  writing,  of  the  parents  before  treatment  is 
carried  out.

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(c)  Medical  and  Dental  Treatment.  The  co-operation  of  the 
Head  Teachers  and  the  Welfare  Officers  in  sending  children  to-  the 
i  Clinics,  and  persuading  parents  to  carry  out  treatment,  etc.,  still 
i  continues. 

The  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association  and  the  Inspectors  for 
i  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children  continue  to  render  valuable 
;  assistance.  Particulars  of  the  cases  dealt  with  by  these  Voluntary 
Associations  are  given  on  pages  95  and  130. 

(7)  Handicapped  Pupils.  These  are  referred  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer  from  various  sources — the  Teaching  Staff,  the 
Welfare  Officers  and  School  Nurses;  occasionally  they  are  found 
at  the  school  medical  inspections. 

Blind  Pupils  are  admitted  to  Special  Schools  on  attaining  the 
age  of  5  years. 

One  child  left  and  none  were  admitted  to  the  East  Anglian 
School,  Gorleston,  during  the  year.  1  boy  was  on  the  register  at 
the  end  of  the  year;,  and  one  boy  was  awaiting  admission. 

Deaf  and  Dumb  Pupils  are  also  admitted  to  Special  Schools 
i!  on  attaining  the  age  of  5  years. 

During  the  year  no  children  left  the  East  Anglian  School.  1 
girl  was  admitted.  At  the  end  of  the  year  5  boys  and  3  girls  were 
on  the  register. 

All  the  children  who  attend  this  school  are  examined  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer  before  they  return*  to  it  after  holidays.

Epileptic  Pupils.  Specially  recommended  cases  are  admitted 
to  boarding  special  schools  on  attaining  the  age  of  5  years.  One 
girl  was  admitted  during  the  year,  but  was  later  discharged  as 
being  of  too>  low  a  grade  for  the  colony.  Two  boys  were  awaiting 
admission  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Educationally  Subnormal  Pupils.  These  are  referred  to  the 
School  Medical  Officer  by  the  Education  Department,  by  parents, 
and  through  school  medical  inspection.  Educationally  subnormal 
pupils  may  remain  at  ordinary  school,  or  are  admitted  to  the 
Special  Day  School,  or  where  the  home  circumstances  are  difficult, 
are  recommended  for  Boarding  Special  School,  but  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  obtain  a  vacancy.  Children  who  are  ineducable  are 
referred  to  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

24  boys  and  17  girls  were  mentally  examined.  4  boys  and  7 
girls  were  recommended  for  admission  to  the  Special  Day  School; 
1  boy  and  2  girls  were  recommended  to  be  referred  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  as  ineducable;  12  boys  and  4  girls  to  remain  at 
ordinary  schools;  3  boys  and  2  girls  to  remain  at  the  Special  Day 
School  (Section  for  Physical  Defectives);  1  boy  for  admission  to 
the  Special  Day  School  (Section  for  Physical  Defectives);  2  girls 
were  certified  unfit  for  school  on  physical  grounds  and  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  re-examination  in  one  year;  2  boys  were  recommended 
for  admission  to  an  epileptic  colony,  and  1  boy  for  admission  to 
a  home  for  maladjusted  pupils.

Medical  Inspection.  There  are  15  Secondary  Modem  Schools, 
2  Secondary  Grammar  Schools — one  for  boys  and  one  for  girls — a 
Junior  Technical  School  for  boys  and  a  Junior  Art  School  (for 
boys  and  girls).  At  the  end  of  the  year,  849  boys  and  816  girls 
were  attending  the  Secondary  Grammar  Schools,  266  boys  were 
attending  the  Junior  Technical  School,  56  boys  and  girls  were 
attending  the  Junior  Art  School,  and  4226  boys  and  girls  were 
attending  the  Secondary  Modern  Schools, 

Examinations  are  carried  out  during  the  first  year  of  the  child 
as  a  secondary  school  pupil,  during  the  last  year  of  compulsory 
attendance  at  school,  and  during  each  subsequent  year  of  remain¬ 
ing  at  school  after  compulsory  school  age. 

The  arrangements  for  carrying  out  medical  inspections  are 
similar  to  those  which  obtain  in  the  Primary  Schools. 

At  the  request  of  the  Governors,  medical  inspection  is  also 
carried  out  at  the  Notre  Dame  High  School  for  Girls,  a  school  not 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Local  Education  Authority. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  678  pupils  were  attending  this  school. 

Following-up  and  Medical  Treatment.  The  arrangements 
for  the  following-up  of  defects  in  children  attending  the  Primary 
Schools  also  apply  to  those  attending  Secondary  Schools.

(II)  Miscellaneous.  The  quarterly  systematic  measuring  and 
weighing  by  the  Head  Teachers,  of  all  school  children,  continued 
during  the  year. 

In  October,  1950,  an  application  was  received  from  the  Head 
Master  of  Bracondale  Junior  (Independent)  School,  for  the  local 
authority  to  carry  out  periodic  medical  inspection  of  the  pupils. 
The  number  of  pupils  on  the  register  is  approximately  250.  This 
matter  was  still  under  consideration  by  the  Committee  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Remand  Homes.  9  boys  and  1  girl  were  admitted  during  the 
year,  compared  with  24  boys  and  4  girls  in  1949. 

• 

Examination  of  Teachers,  etc.  Examinations  have  been  made 
as  follows: — 108  newly  appointed  teachers;  15  teachers  following 
prolonged  absence  owing  to  sickness. 

19  children,  members  of  travelling  entertainment  troupes 
visiting  Norwich,  were  medically  examined  upon  arrival.  8  were 
found  to  be  infested  with  vermin,  and  were  cleansed  at  the  Clinic 
before  admission  to  school. 

Invalid  Childrens  Aid  Association.  The  Invalid  Children’s 
Aid  Association  continues  to  do  valuable  work  by  supplying  Oil 
and  Malt,  Virol  and  Parrish’s  Food  to  children  sent  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  The  cost  for  this  is  paid  by  the  Education 
Authority,  no  contribution  being  made  by  the  parent. 

During  die  year,  72  individual  children  were  referred  under 
this  arrangement,  and  190  lbs.  of  Oil  and  Malt,  74  lbs.  of  Virol, 
and  99  bottles  of  Parrish’s  Food  were  supplied. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  48  debilitated  children  to 
be  admitted  to  convalescent  homes,  each  child  staying  for  three 
weeks.  9  children  were  also  sent  for  holidays  in  the  country — 8 
for  periods  of  2  weeks,  and  1  for  a  month.  The  cost  was  defrayed 
by  the  Association. 

Distribution  of  Medical  Foods  through  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres.  During  the  year,  817  individual  school  children  were 
supplied  through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  with  a  total  of 
1926  lbs.  of  Oil  and  Malt,  628  lbs.  of  Virol.  1034  eight-ounce 
bottles  of  Parrish’s  Food,  and  4  lbs.  of  Virolax,  having  been  recom¬ 
mended  for  this  either  during  the  course  of  School  Medical 
Inspection,  or  at  one  of  the  School  Clinics.
